Yesterday we announced the elopsment of three 
slaves from Henry county, Ky., on Sunday — the ar- 
rest of one, in Indiana— escape of the second, and 
death of the third, by being shot by William Mead, 
one of his pursuers. We have since learned that an 
inquest was held on the body of the murdered negro, 
and a verdict rendered iu accordance with the facts 
stated, and that a requisition will be made on the 
Governor of Kentucky for Mead, on the charge of 
murder. We are also informed by Capt. Claxon, of 
Carrollton, Ky., that Mead, after pursuing one of 
Sandford's negroes three hundred yards, c iu.'lr him, 
when an unknown elderly white "approached Mead, 
with a rifle, threatening to kill him if he did not re- 
lease the negro. Mead, having discharged the con- 
tents of his pistol previously when he killed the other 
negro, deemed it best to obey the command, when 
the fugitive disappeared into the woods. The un- 
known intruder was supported in th* back .ground 
bv a voung man, supposed to be his son. Who they 
w : ere," or where they came from, is still a mystery.

This was a controversy betw.wn the 1 
devisees ot S. It. Moxley. deceased. 

That part of the will of decedent ui* 
troversy arises is as follows, viz: 

-First. My beloved wife, Martha I>. Moxley, is to have 
the use of one-third of my landed estate during her life, 
aud at her death that vart, teith the balance oj ' my land- 
ed estate, is to be laid off iuto seven parts; to Mary Ann 
BMajaaaa and herbodilv heirs one part, to Klizab th Kul- 
hnweler and her bo.-itly heirs oue part, to Nancy Moxley 
aud her bodily heirs one part, lo Martha Moxley aud her 
bodily heirs oue part, to isampson U. Moxley a id his bodily 
heirs two ports, and to Mary Ann Blakeii.ore and her bodi- 
ly heirs oue part. And my brother WillUm Moxley- b to 
have the use of my mill farm during his life." 

The teatator made no disposition of any other part of his 
estate, nor does his will contaiu anv other devise, except 
the foregoing, or auy expression which tends to manifest aia 
mteuliuu with respect to thy matter in coutroversy between 

The heirs at law claimed, by dirscent, all the testator's 
real estate which was not devised tor life to his w id aud 
his brother until the termination of the widow's life estate, 
at which time, and not before, they contended, the other 
devises take effect, and the devisees become entitl. d to the 
land under the provisions of the will, lis the other hand 
the devisees contended that the will invested th-m with a 
right to all the laud inime.1t ttely ui>on the death »f the tes- 
tator, except that part of it which was devised for life, and 
that it is alone the divUdoa of it among the devisees which 
is postponed until the deatii of the willow. 

.fudge Simpson d. livered the opiuion of the Conrt. 

Held. If the language of the devise be construed ac- 
cording to its ordiuart' grammatical sense, it is evident that 
no hataNat iu the land is riven to tie; devisees during the 
life of the widow, but at her death the part decided t . her, 
irith the balance oj' his larvled astute, is to be divided 
iuto seven parts, one. ot which he gives to each of the de- 
visees.

An Important Case. — One Jonas Wyeth, of 
Massachusetts, some years ago went to Iowa, and, 
umler the l<x>se "prairie practice" that tben prevail- 
ed in our district courts, obtained a decree of divorce 
from his wife, who resided in Cambridge, Massa- 
chusetts.

widow, to the devisees. 

Here, how. ver, there fc< nothing to exclude the heirs at 
taw or to prevent tne estate, not deviatd uutil the dt ath of 
tin; widow, compassing to them in the meantime. And, aa 
it U a maxim of thetaw that the heirs cau only be exeluutd 
bv express devise or ueccasare implication, and, as there is 
no expremdevlsH of the land not triveu to the widow until 
ber death, aud no iuipiie-ttiou arises in favor of the wld • 
ow, inasmuch as the devise, whic.i Is to take effect at la r 
death, is not to the h irs at law, they are uot excluded n 
this case either by expr-as devise or nee asary impUcatioa, 
■»nd have a right to the landed estate of the testator not de- 
vised tor life uutil the dialh of the widow, at which time 
the general devise of che laud will take effect.

Whether a suflicient 
amount of business could >e done to remunerate 
stockholders is a questiou for calculation ami expe- 
riment. 

Fresh Meat Necessary to Lai;ok. — In an elab- 
orate paper by Dr. L'lide, of the Imperial Academy 
of Medicine, Pari-, recently read befoie its mem- 
bers, he la\s it down as a fundamental principle in 
the philosophy of diet, that the use of fresh meat 
daily is necessary to the health of the working 
classes, although he *dmits that persons leading a 
comparatively* idle life may do very well on lirh, 
poultry, and other lighter forms of nourishment. In 
support of bis opiniou he produced a number of facts 
of which the following smu: 

The Rouen railway -.(inip.nv of France, having 
conceded the working >f their line to Enuli^h en- 
gineers, the latter broi ght over a hand of English 
laborers, who pel forme 1 oui -Uii d more work oaih 
than could be got out of tlie French laborers. The 
latter were put on meat diet, similar to the English 
workmen, and in a short time were able to do as 
much labor, if tbe conclusion of the doctor is cor- 
rect, it becomes a matter of political as well as 
of individual economy, that the price of fre^h meat 
shall be reduced low euough to allow laborers to eat 
animal food, otherwise tbe wealth of the nation is 
in danger of being diminished one-third.

But 
the habit j^rew on him so that the dri» king of bran- 
dy uud ubhinth brutalized him into a vile sot. He 
was a very handsome m in, and of aristocratic fami- 
ly, which, together with his wit and laient, caused 
him to lie much sought after. He -ould have mar- 
ried wealth and lieautv, but rejected the conditional 
temperance. Byron was his exemplar, and ull his 
(loetry shows plainly how much he imitated the 
English poet. He wrot ; many short comedies, which 
are still exceedingly popular in the Parisian thea- 
tres. 



A Scene of Retrihutios. — A picture represent- 
ing tbe sale of a quantity of old furniture seized for 
rent was exhibited some years back in the window 
of a dealer in tbe Place de la Madeleioe, Paris, and 
attracted considerable attention. In the foreground 
was placed a poor woman holding inherunus a 
child and watching with a sorrowful eye the pro- 
gress of the sale. The sweet face of ilie. child siood 
out iu strong contrast to the distressed coumenunce 
of the p »or mo her. Further uack w ere the person- 
ages coined, d with the sale, repre.-ented with great 
vi^or. The following is stated by a Lvons journal 
to lie the history of the scene depicted: 

A few years since, the painter of the picture in 
question, an eminent artist at Lyons, while pass- 
ing through the Rue des Terreaux, approached a 
number of persons w ho were gathered together wit- 
nessing the sale of the furniture of a poor work- 
man. A woiiiun was seated on the pavement with 
a child in her arms. The painter sot-Re to her, and 
was told that the furniture which was being sold 
belonged to her; that her husband had lateL di d, 
leaving her with the child she had iu her arm-; 
that she ha*l struggled hard to maintain herself by 
working day and night and sur.raitting to every 
privation, but that her laudlord nad at length 
seirt d her furniture for some month's rent, which 
wa- due. 

The artist was much all" c<ed by this simple reci- 
tal, and inquired who was her landlord. *• There 
lie is," repbed the poor woman, pointing to a man 
who was watching the progress of the sale; and he 
was recognised by the painter as a person who was 
suspected of Having amassed a C"ii>:deranle fortune 
by usury, so that to make auy appeal to bis feelings 
on behalf of the poor widow would be useless. The 
artist was considering withiu liiui.-elf what other 
plan he could adopt to benefit her, when the crier 
announced a picture for sale. It was a miserable 
dau i, w hich in the summer the poor worn in had used 
to hide the hole in toe wall through which the pipe 
of the sio\e passed during the winter. It w\i» put 
up at one franc. The artist at once couceived a 
plan for taking revenue of the 1 indlord. went 
over, examining the picture with great attention, 
and then called out with n loud voice, "One hun- 
dred franc-!'' Tbe landlord was astonished at the 
bid, but conceiving that a ]>icture for which vo emi- 
nent an ariUt c uld offer that sum was worth more 
than dou ,Ie, ooldly offered 200f. "Five iiundred!" 
said the p rinter, and the contest between the two 
bidders l>ecanie so animated that the prize was at 
length knocked down to the landlord at 2 200f. 

The purchaser then addre»Miig the painter, >aid — 
"In seeing an artist of your merit bid HiMsh fur 
the picture I suppose that it must be vol uatde. s,,« 
tel! m«, sir, at what do you estimate its value? ' 
"About three francs and a hull," replied .he paint- 
er; "but I would uot give that for it." "You are 
surely jesting," said the landlord, "for you bid as 
hu;li as 2,100f for it." "That is true," replied the 
artist, "and I will tell you why 1 did so. You are 
in possession of an income of 25,000f. a year, have 
seized on the furniture of a poor woman for a de.t 
of 200f. I wished to give you a lessou, and you feil 
into mv trap. Instead of tbe poor woman being 
your debtor, she is now your creditor, and 1 flatter 
myself you will not compel her to seize on your fur- 
niture for ber debt." The artist then politely sa- 
luted the a»touished landlord, and Ituvuig announced 
her good fortune to the poor wo:uan, walked away.

The Manukaitukk of Iron and Steel — Wei 
see but Utile of late in the Eogli-h papers concern- 
ing the Bessemer ftroce-e, wh.cb m .tie so -Much ex- 
ultation stone time, aud promised a'complete revo- 
lution in the inauuf .cturv of iron and steel. Indeed, 
what little we do find now |s unfavorable. There 
srq.vague hints of difficulties in tbe practice of tbe 
system not anticipated, and some intimations, also, 
that the process was known and tried vears a_o, hut 
found to l»e inefficient. It is not unlik«ly, judging 
from these statements, that the process is one of the 
numerous futile expedients, hundreds of which 
come up in everv community, as promising as Jo- 
nah's gourd, and wither as rapidly before the expo- 
sure of actual life and practical action. 

The miserable quality of the great portion of iron 
manufactured for some years past, and which has 
caused not only great deterioration in the value of 
all manufactures into which iron in any form enters, 
but has also involved great destruction of property 
and loss of life, particularly on the ocean, by its in- 
terior strength and durability, which was not known 
till it was subjected to actual wear, causes much re- 
gret that some easy process of making better iron is 
not discovered. 

By the method pursued in the manufacture of 
iron, pure iron is not produced; that being done by 
the arts of chemistry, if at all. As briefly describ- 
ed by a scientific writer, the iron produced is cast 
iron, which consists mainly of iron, but is contam- 
inated by a great variety of impurities, from which 
it is difficult to free it; existing as they do in some 
form of combination in tbe material employed, and 
which are so affected during the reduction of the 
iron as to assume a state in which thev can com line 
with iron, and hence the iron drawn from the fur- 
nace is invariably contaminated with them. Although 
small in quantity, the effect which these impurities 
have upon the "phy sical proprieties of the iron is 
truly wonderful One per c ot. of phosphorous, or 
a scaroely larger proportion of sulphur, has a most 
prejudicial effect upon the iion containing it. The 
principal element which, in the blast furnace, enters 
into com bin at on with iron, is carbon of charcoal. 
The metal is cipable of combining with five per 
cent, of its weight of car'»oii, and many kinds of 
cast iron contain nearly this quantity. 

Steel is a combination of i r onand carbon, contain- 
ing leas carlton than cast-iron, and the production of 
steel from cast-iron is simply the removal of a por- 
tion of the cartson. If can-iron from the blast fur- 
nace consisted of iron and carbon only, the produc- 
tion of steel aud wrought-iron therefrom would be 
easily effected; but cast-iron coutains besides iron 
and carbon, the following impurities, some or all of 
them: silica, sulphur, phosphorus, and, iu minute 
quantities, alluniinum, calcium, and potassium. Tbe 
change of cast-iron into wrought-iron consists iu the 
removal of impurities, and, for effecting this, Mr. 
Bessemer's invention wasclaime.d to possess a great 
advantage over the usual process. 

The Facts in the Case. — The present contro- 
versy existing between the Buffalo & Erie Railroad 
Company aud the New York & Erie Railroad Com- 
pany, with the unprecedented course pursued by 
the officers of the former, has cau^-e much astonish- 
ment, not only among the officers of other line* but 
the traveling "public, w ho claim ordinary facilities, 
and very justly so, for the chartered rights conferred 
on Railroad corporations. There is a principle in- 
volved in this controver-y not visible to the superfi- 
cial observer; consequently the true position of the 
N. Y. & E. R. K. Co. cannot I* fally appreciated 
without a statement of some facts. 

In 1852 the N Y. & E R R Co. commenced to 
build a continuation of their track from Dunkirk to 
the Pennsylvania JjUte line, to connect with a line 
already built from Erie to said State line, which was 
called the Erie aud Northeast Railroad Company-, 
so familiar in the H troor Creek war. The Buffalo 
and Erie B lilro.id Company was organized and was 
constructing a rival line to the same point, when 
the officers of these line* accident nlly compared 
notes, and fouud that the Erie and Northeast Com- J 
pany bad entered into conflicting obligations with 
both linen for a connection. 

It was then dernixd advisable by both parties to 
agree on a compromise g tug*, and build a uuiou 
line to serve the interest-, of the New Yoik Central 
and New York and Erie wit lout prejudice to either; 
thereupon a contract was drawn up to *uit all par- 
ties, and signed and sealed by the proper officers of 
each company, binding theiu to the following con- 
ditions: 

1st. That the N. Y. & E. R. R. Co. was to aban- 
don the contiuuaiion of their line we*t of Dunkirk, 
and sell out all Material already contracted for sucti 
line to the Buffalo and Erie Ka.lroud, w hich should 
be a consideration for crtain pnviliges granted totae 
former companv.

1 important commercial intelligence: 

! of the X. Y. Commercial Advertiser.] 
London, June 12, 1857. 
The prospect of the grain ban-eat, the silk crop, 
and the vintage constitutes for the moment the chief 
European question. With regard to tlie first, mag- 
nificent expectations continue to be entertained. On 
the second, there can be little doubt that, notwith- 
standing the favorable commencement, the result 
will he as bad, if not worse, than last yes*. The 
third, the vinuge, seems likely to rival' the grain 
produce, and to redeem the failures of several 

Still, the whole of these anticipat ion 
change. The disastrous portion of them is unhappi- 
ly that .which is least likely to undergo modifica- 
tion, the silk crop being now" sulUciently advanced 
to preclude the possibility of its unfavorable fea- 
tures being bo far counteracted as to admit even of 
a moderate yield. The vintage and the wheat har- 
vest, however, although with a criticid period yet 
before them, are in a position to warrant great con- 
fidence. A month of warm weather has brought 
both the fruit aud the grain rapidly toward niatuii- 
ty, and they have consequently attained a degree of 
strength that will enable them to resist attacks 
which might be fstal iu a more backward stage. As 
respects the English grain crops, not only has the 
season been highly favorable up to the present date, 
bnt there are indications of a probable period of tine 
weather when the time arrives for securiug them. 
If June is a dry month, there is always reason to 
apprehend the setting in of rain about the middle of 
July, when it continues with a pertinacity M-hicu 
from time immemorial has strengthened the tradition 
of St. Swithin. This June, however, the falls of 
rain have thus far l>ceii copious, and there is every 
prospect that they will contiuue at intervals for 
some time longer. Hence we may hope for compar- 
ative immunitv in July and August, and, if this 
should be realized, the quantity and quality of all 
descriptions of grain can scarcely fail to be much 
beyond an average. 

fhe slow but steady improvement in the London 
money market, which the readers of the Commercial 
Advertiser have been led to expect, still continue.-; 
and there is even some tendency to discuss the pos- 
sibility of an early reduction in the bank rate of dis- 
count from 6>j to G per cent. Had it not been for 
the unfavorable quotations of the Chinese exchang- 
es, reported by the two last mails, and the discourag- 
ing turn of the silk crop in France and Italy, a 
downward movement of a half or perhaps even of 
one per cent, would already have occurred. Under 
existing circumstances great caution will continue 
to be exercised. The stock of bullion in the bank 
h as nearly recovered to a point which would war- 
rant a reduction to 0 per cent.; but during the last 
t wo years each gleam of ease lias proved so transient, 
that there is now a general indisposition to take for 
granted that any improvement will lie permanent. 
Although, however, it is quite impossible that a 
rapid rebound can take place, the signs are stronger 
than at any former period that the present rati.- fac- 
tor v tendency will not receive any serious check. 

The market will of course l>e greatly influenced 
by each fortnightly arrival from India and China, 
but even if these should not bring better tidings as 
to the prospect of a mitigation of the drain of silver, 
they are not likely to make matters worse than they 
are. Sbould they, on the contrary, announce any 
sudden diminution in the specie demand, the effect 
in an encouraging direction will be very great. The 
opinion, therefore, is that, supposing everything to 
go on well with respect to the appearance of the 
grain crops, and Indian and Chinese affairs to re- 
main without improvement, a reduction of the bank 
rate to 6 per cent., but not lower, may be hoped in 
the coarse of a week or two, or at all events by the 
beginningof Jul}; while supposing the appearance 
of the grain crops and the accounts from China to be 
both satisfactory, a reduction to b% per cent, will 
be very probable. Below that point few persons 
will be sanguine enough to expect an early descent. 
W ithin the next three months we have a sum equal 
to $5,625,00(1 to pay Denmark, as our quota for the 
a bolition of the Sound dues, aud this is of f ufheient 
magnitude toiuterpose a considerable check to anv 
extraordinary manifestations of buovancv. 

On the Paris Bourse there has been no" revival of 
prices, but the monthly statement of the Hank of 
France published to-day is surprisingly pleasant, 
from an unusual augmentation in the stock of specie, 
an addition of more than $10,000,000 having occur- 
red within the four weeks. The only drawbacks 
are that three-fourths of the amount were obtained 
by artificial purchases of gold at a premium in Eug- 
land, America, and elsewhere, and that there is 
reason to believe a falling off would at once com- 
mence if these were discontinued. Still the fact of 
an increase haviug been obtained by an\ means is 
calculate)! to inspire some confidence, since the re- 
turns of previous months have shown that, even in 
the face of artificial pun-bases of gold fullv equal 
to those now effected, the stock of bullion has not 
even been preserved from actual diminution. 

The knowledge that the above return would be of 
a cheerful character, led the Parisian speculators to 
a thorough conviction that the Bank of France 
would yesterday lower their rate of discount from 0 
to 5j< per cent. Indeed some of the directors them- 
•elves positively asserted that such would be the 
case. It appears, however, that during the last 
week there have been st mpU-ms that the intlux of 
bullion wuuid prove only temporary. The new 
Governor, M. de Germinv, who was vesterdav in- 
sulted in the plact of Count D'Argout, was there- 
fore afraid to inaugurate hi* career by an act w hich, 
perhaps, a few days would demonstrate to have been 
most imprudent. To offer money upon reduced 
terms, while they are unable to secure their own 
solvency except by buying gold a'-ove the market 
pnee, would l>e a preposterous proceeding; and the 
contract with the BothchUds for the hut supplv 
having been fulfilled, they were obliged vesterdav 
t o enter into a new one for $5,000,000. Neverthe- 
less it was st rough- believed that for the s.ike of in- 
fiaenring the approaching eleetious the Bank would 
be ordered to take the downward step. 

The text of the treaty between England and Per- 
sia was yesterday puidhhed, and is regarded with 
general satisfaction. It secures evervthiog original- 
£ demanded bnt le ves the Pereian territory intact. 
Kussia is foiled by stipulations that t»o privilege, are 
to be accorded to other nations without similar rights 
l«ing conferred upon us, and the re-estal.lishmeiit 
of re«pect fur British influence will be achieved by 
a distinguished reception being given, with public 
apologies, to our insulted plenipotentiarv, Mr. Mur- 
ny. The sole objection that can be suggested to the 
treaty U that it fails to provide that Persia shall pay 
^.e expenses of the war. The only way, however, 
in which she could have made such pavment would 
have been by a cession of territory-, and thisfwas 
the very thing which the British diplomatists were 
most anxious to discourage. 

One of the largest tires which has happened in 
London during the last twenty years, occurred a few 
nights siuce, the goods depot of the London and 
Northwestern Railway at Camden town (a suburb 
adjoining Regent's Park) having been totally de- 
stroyed. The conflagration commenced tuddenly, 
about 10 in the evening, while a number of clerks 
and others were employed ou the premises, and in 
the course of a few minutes it became evideut that 
the whole of the building, covering five acres, with 
the multitude of tracks and goods which they con- 
tained, would be swept away. The loss has been 
stated to be equal to f 1,250,000. but probably about 
one-third or half that amount would be more accu- 
rate.

I be cable occupied 80 days. The cable was bein 
t an-f.-rred to small vessels, to be transhipped on 
board the Niagara as soon as she arrived in the Mei- 
sev, w hich it was expected w ould be in the course of 
a few daws. Experiments with the cable demonstra- 
ted in the most satisfactory manner that telegraphic 
communication abng the whole length of wire was 
perfect. 

The shipment of tlie cable at Greenwhich on l>oard 
the Agamemnon had Iwen unavoidably delayed, but 
would, it was expected, be commenced on the 15th 
of June. 

A large number of men were at work upon the 
Niagara at Portsmouth, where the vessel attracted 
much attention; and had been subjected to a great 
deal of critical inspection. The lx)ndon Times is 
re liable to | complimentary enough to remark that the critics 
"agree upon one point — the vessel's ugliness!" 

Douglas Jerrold died at his resideni-e in London 
on the 8th of June, after a very painful illness of 
only a boat ten davs' duration. His disease was 
rheumatic gout, and his age 55 years. 

The London Shipping Gazette publishing the copy 
of a note dated April 28th from General Cass to I.ord 
Napier, in reply to a representation which the latter, 
under instructions from Lord Clarendon, had made 
te the United States Government relative to the op- 
pressive treatment to which seamen are subject on 
board American vessels. Gen. Cass gives it as his 
lielief that the laws now in force are quite sufficient 
to check the evils complained of, and that where of- 
fenders hfve escaped punishment the fault must be 
attributed to defective proofe or other accident. 

The government have resolved upon prosecuting 
the managers and directors of the late Royal British 
Bank. Bench warrants have been i.-sued, under 
which Mr. Humphrey Brown, the ljte governor, the 
managers, and a number of the director* of the 
hank, have l>een arrested. In the case of Mr. Owen, 
Has tirst director captured, bail was tendered, and he 
was liberated on his own recognizances of £1,000, 
and two sureties of £2,000 each. 

Two or three of the persons implicated, at present 
in Paris, arc, if not already in the hands of the offi- 
cers, at least so completely und^r their surveilladce, 
that escape is altogether hnporsible. With respect 
to the late manager of the bauk, Mr Cameron, there 
is reason to b el i eve that, if he has not already been 
he will shortlv be arrested at Paris by the French 
police on a charge of traveling with a false passport, 
and when that charge is dispo.-ed of, he will of 
course be available for the warrant issued by tlie 
Queen's Reach. 

For some weeks past every one of the parties con- 
nected with the bank, aud who w ere rectntly exam- 
ined in the Court of Bankruptcy, have been closely 
watched by Inspector Field and his staff of assist- 
ants, and every change of residence, and especially 
those made after the delivery of the very strong 
opinion expressed by Mr. Commissioner Holy rod, 
has been very carefully noted and recorded. The 
prosecution will be conducted by the Attorney Gen- 
eral, assisted by Mr. Edwin James, H- C, and so 
great has been the diisp.itch in the preparation and 
the getting up of the case, that the whole of the 
briefs, occupying many hundred pages of printed 
matter, have for some days past been ready for 
delivery. 

Pnustu. — The Berlin correspondent of the London 
Times writes: 

The police, it is understood, have obtained a clue 
to a wide-spread con-piracy among the working 
clashes for the purpo»e of briging about a general 
strike in all trade on the same day in Germany, Bel- 
gium, and Switzerland. The instigation of this plan 
is traced to Belgium, while similar plans which have 
lately been detected in France were traced to Eng- 
land. The police of Berlin have accordingly made 
a communication to the municipal magistracy and 
the latter ha\ e made it known to the heads of the

— A telegraphic dispatch from Madrid, of 
the 8th of June, says that the ministers and Senor 
Ijafragua. the Mexican euvoy, had not been able up 
to that date to effect a settlement of the difficulties 
with Mexico. 

The House of Deputies had adopted the bill pro- 
viding for the levy of 50,000 men. 

China.— Advices from Hong Kong are to the 26th 
of April, and Canton river tfl April. 

Nothing of importance had occurred siuce the last 
advices. At Canton great discontent prevailed on 
account of the existing state of affairs, and Yeh's 
inability to adopt anv energetic measures against 
the British. 

Advices from Foo-chow-foo to the 18th April state 
that the rebels were again making headway in the 
districts in that neigeborhood, and large amounts of 
money forwarded for operations in tea in the Kishow 
and other dist ricts had to be brought back; hence 
the first cropof Kishow teas would be lo t, and the 
second add third ciops would al-o be affected by the 
movement of the rebels. Trade was quiet and 
dealers held their stock of teas for a further ad- 
vance. 

In tea two chops of congou had !>een settled at 
lo 17 taels. Greens were unchanged. The total 
export of tea to Great Britain showed a deficiency us 
compared with the same date last year of 22,000,000 
pounds.
